Weissgerber, city en- 
gineer, to secure plans and specifica- 
tions on the two structures. 
Inas- 


much, as the plans for the Cherry-st. 
bridge and the revision of the plans 
for the Lawe-st. bridge means an out- 
flay of several thousand dollars, the 
council members have virtually set 
their hands to the plow. 
Estimates as , furnished by Mr. 


Howard are ?48,600 on the Lawe-st. 
bridge and $150,000 on the Cherry-st 
bridge which includes $32,000 for 
approximate cost of filling a ravine 
and paving a part of the Menasha-rd. 
The total expense 
for both bridges 


would be' about $230,600. 
Purchase 


of right of way is not included in the 
figure, as it ig assumed that it will 
be donated. 


POSTPONE PAVING 


The plan united upon for the financ- 


ing of the bridge building program is 
not a bond issue. That was the sur- 
prising feature in the action of the 
council. Instead of deciding upon a 
referendum of the voters for a $200,- 
000 bond issue, as was first advocated, 
the majority of the council considered 
'it advisable to postpone the 1923 pub- 
lic Improvements program and appro- 


priate the money from the general 
funds. With the $100,000 now in the 
tridge fund and an additional $130,000 
from general funds, the amount that 
the contemplated 
paving and sewer 


projects would approximately 
cost, 


.tioth bridges could be built without a 
bond issue, it -was pointed out.

Moreover, Mr. 
Mellon 


was understood to feel that in as much 
as Great Britain acknowledged Eng- 
land's war debt to the United States j 
and indicated a willingness to liqul- 
dats the debt with interest and an- 
nounced the sending of- a financial 
mission in September to discuss ar- 
rangemens for payment there should 
be no hitch in the proceedings. 


The British note was not consid- 


ered as affecting the position of the 
United States towards foreign debtor 
nations. 
As the note was not addressed to 


the United States, Mr. Mellon was 
snid to hold the view that no official 
cognizance of ita transmission would 
be taken by this country. The general- 
ly interpreted suggestion of cancella- 
tion of inter-alliect indebtedness con- 
tained in the note also was not re- 
garded- by the treasury as in the na- 
ture 
of a proposal

There have, indeed, been charges—

denied—-that some statesmen have been 
sent to the national legislature principally 
for the purpose of protecting certain

friends were deeply interested in a finan- 
cial way.

Senator Caraway may quote Jef- 
ferson's manual to the effect that a legis- 
lator ought to withdraw and cast no bal- 
lot when his financial interests are in- 
volved, but it is probable that some sen- 
ators, being human beings—approbrious 
term!, .will continue on occasion to vote 
as they invest.
